Building Program 
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Neorly. a score of organizations in 
the Antjc*h 'Township High school 
district have been Invited to appoint 
two delegates as members of a 
planning committee with which the 
high school board, will confer on the 
proposed addition to the present 
school building. 

The first meeting will be held at 
8 p. m. Wednesday, Apr. 12, at the 
high school' when the board will 
discuss with them the building 
needs and plans which they may 
criticize and evaluate. 

"We have considered these groups 
a cross section of the community 
the school serves and hope that they 
can. guide us to the extent that 
whatever decision is made the com- 
munity can assume responsibility 
for," said Principal T. R. Birkhead. 

Principal Birkhead said that this 
meeting is to be no "love feast" but 
that the delegates can have their 
say and those who oppose any or 
all of the plans will be heard as 
readily as those who favor the plans 
entirely. 

He said the board will present 
the facts and the community can 
make up its mind and its own de- 
cision in the matter. 

The delegates are expected to re- 
port to the various organizations for 
general discussion and then a pub- 
lic meeting will be called for a final 
decision. 

"We want to do what the people 
want us to do in this situation," 
said Principal Birkhead. 

A meeting of the school board 
with Thomas Higgins, architect, and 
Edward C. Jacobs, attorney, was 
held last evening in discussing pro- 
cedures in the building program.

For Poor Relief, Library 
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Write-in Candidates

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W. J. Murphy, Petite 
Lake, Is "Write-in" 
Candidate for Cong. 



W. J. Murphy, well-known in 
Antioch as "Bill," this week an- 
nounced his candidacy for nomina- 
tion as Representative in Congress, 
Thirteenth District. Murphy has 
been a resident of Antioch Town- 
ship for the past year, having made 
his home at Round Lake since leav- 
ing Antioch some years ago. "Bill" 
operates a real estate business in 
Round .Lake. , 

This is the first time within our 
memory that a resident of Antioch 
has been a candidate for on import- 
ant office of this kind. An advertis 
ing message appears on another 
page of this issue. 

Murphy has been endorsed by 
the Real Estate Board as "the man 
•.for the job". He is well qualified 
and a vigorous fighter for the Re- 
publican cause. In endorsing Mur- 
phy for the job, the Real Estate 
Board broke a precedent, but 
stated that the step was taken in 
the interests of the welfare of the 
people, believing that Murphy 
would give the citizens of the dis- 
trict the vigorous representation 
needed for the office. 

Murphy has in motion a strong 
- campaign for the write-in, and 
bases his appeal for votes on the 
fact that unless a write-in is no- 
minated at the primary, the selec- 
tion of a representative will be 
made by political forces, rather 
than the voters. 



The town meeting at the Legion 
home Tuesday afternoon resulted in 
an increase in the budget for the 
coming fiscal year to take care of 
poor relief and the moving of the 
library to the former William 
Schroeder property on Main St., re- 
cently given to the township. 

The meeting had its largest at- 
tendance in years and much in- 
terest was evidenced. 

The general town fund was re- 
tained at $5,000 although it will be 
operated on a close margin. 

On a basis of an increased poor 
relief cost this year the electors up- 
ped the budget $5,000. 

In round 'figures, the treasury had 
$7,500 for this expenditure last year 
and received $1,000 in taxes, a total 
of $8,500 from which approximately 
$8,000 was spent, leaving but $500 
in the treasury. The expenditure 
during the past year for relief in- 
cluded $5,100 for hospitalization 
alone, according to Lewellyn R. 
VanPatten, clerk. 

The library fund was increased' 
from $5;500 to $7,500 to take core 
of moving expenses and operating 
costs. A sum of $6,000 was asked, 
but the board decided that heating 
and maintenance might call for a 
greater expenditure and added $600. 

Antioch township officials have a 
reputation as the most conservative 
group in Lake county according to 
the Lake County Civic league and 
the increase is deemed fully justi- 
fied. 

The county suggested that truck 
load limits on the township's high 
ways be set at 10,000 pounds per 
axle or 20,000 a truck, but the 
electors thought that in view of the 
fact that the township has so many 
good roads which can be used to an 
advantage in business they could 
not go along fully on the idea. 

Road Superviser Robert Webb 
was instructed, therefore, to post 
such roads with the 20,000 pound 
limit signs as are not conducive to 
heavy hauling, and to ignore the 
idea on the well-paved roads. 

Edward Jacobs presided at 
meeting as moderator.

Lighting Engineers for 
Main Street Improvement 



A step was taken toward install- 
ing a mercury light system in the 
business section of the villoge Tues- 
day evening by Antioch trustees 
when they decided to employ Michel 
and Associates, Chicago, as engi- 
neers in planning the improvement. 

Acting on the basis of a letter 
from the Chicago consultant that 
its 5 per cent fee will not be assessed 
until the project is contracted for, 
the board followed a suggestion 
made by R. G. (Bud) Holtz repre- 
senting the Lions club, who said 
that a move of this sort would justi- 
fy the members of his organization 
in raising money to help pay for 
the improvement. 

Mayor James McMHlon admitted 
as did other members of the board, 
that he hadn't the slightest idea 
where the village could get the 
money to pay is share of the ex- 
pense. 

Holtz admitted that the condition 
of the streets Is bad, a No. 1 must 
for 'the village expenditures, but said 
that the village would be justified 
in attempting to put in new lights 
to bring the business district up to 
date. 

He said that the telephone com- 
pany is planning to remove its wires 
and poles this summer and place 
the wires in conduits, making neces- 
sary in some Instances for the vil- 
lage to remove its lights from the 
poles. 

George Joedicke, representing the 
Public Service Co., of Illinois, said 
that it owned its poles in Antioch 
and the village can use them for 
light standards as long as it desires.

Tuesdey, Wednesday 

" In connection with the forthcom- 
ing community chest x-ray survey 
to be held in Antioch on April 12, 
Dr. Thco. S. Proxmire, president 
of the Lake County Tuberculosis as- 
sociation, today stressed five points. 

First, it's free. Your purchase of 
Christmas Seals pays for this ser- 
vice. 

Second, the results are confiden- 
ial. Only you and your family physi- 
cian know of any findings. 

Third, it's painles. Having an 
x-ray picture taken is just like 
having a picture taken with a cam- 
era. 

Fourth, there is no undressing re- 
quired. Men will be asked to re- 
move their coats and empty their 
shirt pockets. Women will be ask- 
ed to remove jewelry and orna- 
ments over the lung area. Buttons 
down the center of a shirt or dress 
are not in the way. 

Fifth, it takes less than a minute 
to take an x-ray picture and it is 
time well spent. 

The unit will spend 2 days in 
Antioch. On April 11 it will be lo- 
cated at Antioch Township High 
School to x-ray the children who 
reacted positively to the tuberculin 
test from the high school, Antioch 
Grade, Channel Lake, Grass Lake, 
Hickory Corners, Emmons, Mill- 
burn, and Oakland Schools.

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Hothouse Security Fatal 

In a recent address John Foster Dulles said, 
"There is a primitive law of the survival of the 
fittest and fitness is found, most of all, in adaptabil- 
ity to ever-changing; conditions, Those who live un- 
der artificial, hothouse conditions do not last for lone.. 
A people become insecure when they demand and 
get personal security and material welfare that de- 
pend upon highly artificial conditions. No armament 
can protect against that type of insecurity. 

"A people survive in freedom if their mem- 
bers are courageous, resourceful and self-reliant, if 
each carries a share of responsibility for common 
problems, if they arc individually and collectively 
adaptable to changing conditions, if they have faith 
and vision and put spiritual values ahead of ma- 
terial values and iX they keep control of their own 
destiny. 

"I pray that we shall continue to be that kind 
of a people." 

We shall not continue to be that kind of a 
people if we turn to government to protect us against 
every exigency of individual life. The late Justice 
Brandeis said, "Experience should teach us to be 
most on our guard to protect liberty when the gov- 
erment's purposes are beneficient." There could be 
no better thought for these times. 

* * * 

What Americans Want 
Adolph A. Berle, former Assistant Secretary of 
State, recently testified before a Congressional sub- 
committee which was looking into the growth of big 
business and the possibilities of monopoly. Mr. Berle 
said, "Americans seem to want an almost unlimited 
amount of goods of standard quality, at the lowest ob- 
tainable price, capable of being bought anywhere, 
and everywhere, at any time .... 

"These desires mean b:g business in some form 
or other ... If an American wants chain-store ser- 
vice — big business as against the old corner grocery 
store — then he wants a chain store too." Mr. Berle 
then went on to point out why it is impracticable to 
put an arbitrary limit on the size of business. 



It will be a grievous mistake If wc ever come 
to believe that mere size, per sc, Is sure evi- 
dence of monopoly. That seems to be the idea back of 
the government's present anti-trust suit against a big 
chain store system*, But, as hundreds of newspapers 
have pointed out in their editorial columns, this chain 
has no monopoly and neither has any other retail 
organization, chain or independent. As a matter of 
fact, the nearest thing to a real retail monopoly wus 
the old crossroads emporium of the horse-and-buggy 
days. You bought from it and paid its price or went 
without. Now every retailer, regardless of how big 
he must bo, is in direct competition with other stores, 
every one of which Is using every customer Induce- 
ment it can devise. 

Few businesses were big when they began— 
they started out in a small way and size was the 
reward for pleasing the customers. There arc small, 
virtually unknown businesses today which will be 
big tomorrow — unless destructive governmental laws 
and policies stop them. There is plenty of room In the 
country for every kind and si2c of business, and 
that's one reason for our unsurpassed living standards.

Winter Plays No Favorites 

A number of residents of the Pacific North- 
west must, by now, be somewhat disillusioned with 
the idea that the road to better and cheaper electric 
service lies, through socialization. 

Some years ago, People's Utility Districts, 
known as PUDS, were formed in various parts of 
the area. The PUDS took over electric generation and 
distribution facilities which had formerly been oper- 
ated by private utilities and went into the power 
business. 

This winter, the Pacific Northwest was hit with 
unusually severe storms. Heavy damage was done to 
power lines and other installations. Two of the lead- 
ing PUDS found that they didn't have enough spare 
money to pay the repair bill. So they have substan- 
tially increased the electric rates to consumers. It is 
a noteworthy fact that neither of these PUDS made 
rate reductions when they took over the private com- 
panies. 

The private utilities in the region also suffered 
heavy damage. But. as always, they have gone ahead 
and made the necessary repairs. They have not aske-d 
for rate increases — and, if they did. the regulatory 
commissions would undoubtedly look on the idea with 
cold eyes. But PUDS are immune from such nuisances 
as public relations — just as they are immune from 
most taxes. So their customers are going to pay more 
for power whether they like it or not — and for stan- 
dards of service which, generally, arc much beluw 
those of the private utilities. 

The Vancouver, Washington. Columbian ob- 
served that these rate increases are "proving en- 
barrassing to the extreme ad\*ocates of socialism who 
shout from the house tops that public ownership is 
the euro for all the world's ills." This is a fine example 
of the fact that socialism, among its other evils, is 
basically inefficient.

His mother— in a weeping in- 
terview with newsmen— said she 
loved the boy and meant him no 
harm. 
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Newspaper Secret Award 
Solves Mystery of Murder 

CHICAGO.— The Chicago Sim- 
Times has disclosed that its $100,- 
000 "secret witness" reward plan 
succeeded in solving the murder of 
-a wealthy 79-year-old recluse. 
A reader sent the paper a coded 
clue that solved the year-old slay- 
ing and resulted in the arrest and 
confession of Calvin Hoffman, 28, 
the Sun-Times said. 

Under the simple code system 
set up by the Sun-Times, the paper 
did not know the name of its secret | 
tipster and it probably never will 
be learned. 

Hoffman confessed to Police 
Capt. Harry Dcas ar.d assistant 
state's attorney Abbey Blattberg, 
that he was one of a gang of six 
men who beat Herman Engelhard 
to death in a robbery attempt that 
netted only $12, the paper said. 

Police also arrested Mrs. Earline 
Madison as a result of the tip. Hoff- 
man's confession said the robbery 
attempt was planned in her home. 
Three other men implicated by 
Hoffman are believed serving sen- 
tences for other crimes. One other 
man is being hunted. 

Engelhard was killed in his flat 
in a South Side slum. He was a 
bachelor and police could uncover 
no clues. Officers said the crime 
may have gone unsolved unless the 
paper had set up its reward plan 
that resulted in the secret tip. 

The Sun-Times instituted the sys- 
tem after a Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation report revealed more 
than 100 Chicago murders last year 
went unsolved.

Shopper Sleuths 
Protect Buyers 
In Metropolis 

NEW Y O R K.— T h e butcher's 
scale read 3*4 pounds, but the 
chicken looked scrawny to its pros- 
pective purchaser. She snatched 
the bird from the store keeper be- 
fore he could clean it, deftly re- 
moved an Jit-ounce slug from its 
gizzard, and identified herself as 
an inspector of the city bureau of 
weights and measures here. 

She then served the startled 
butcher n summons to appear at 
a bureau of hearing on a charge of 
"short-weighing." He was fined 
$100 and warned that n second 
offense would mean criminal court 
prosecution. 

This recent Incident in a Man- 
hattan store is typical of the hun- 
dreds of retail chiseling cases 
tracked down annually by the 
agency's shopping sleuths, whose 
slogan is "caveat emptor" (let 
the buyer beware). Although 
the bureau saves New York house- 
wives millions of dollars a year, 
numerous Instances of cheating 
unfortunately escnpe its vigilance. 
Many Are Cheated 
Fred J. Loughron, bureau di- 
rector, said today that city store- 
keepers sold two billion dollars 
worth of food a year. Of this 
amount, he estimated that forty 
million dollars was mulcted from 
housewives as a result of under- 
handed practices behind counters. 
Loughran cited n variety of 
methods dishonest retailers use to 
swindle gullible customers. A re- 
cent case involved n grocery-store 
owner who placed all purchases 
on large pieces of wrapping paper. 
As he weighed each purchase, he 
surreptitiously held down one end 
of the paper to make the scale in- 
dicator go up n few ounces, and 
thus added a few extra dollars to 
his cash register every day. 

In another instance an inspector 
caught a butcher who weighed meat 
on a piece of paper under which 
he placed a pound of flnttened-out 
bacon. The same agent also trapped 
a fishmonger who neglected to re- 
move large chips of ice from his 
fish before he weighed them. An- 
other inspector recently served a 
summons on a fruit vendor who 
casually left a few cherries and 
Krapes on his scale as he weighed 
each purchase. 

Develop Subtle Methods 

So mi' ingeniously dishonest 
tradesmen have developed subtler 
methods for which they often dupe 
hundreds of innocent customers 
until a bureau employee spots the 
gimmick. One butcher who fell into 
this category wound a thin piece of 
string around the tray of his scale, 
the loose end of which fell to the 
floor behind the counter. To this 
end he attached a makeshift wi d- 
cn pedal. As he placed a purchase 
on bis scale he stepped on the pedal, 
regulating his touch carefully to 
add as much weight to a Chicken as 
he desired. 

To catch crooked retailers in the 
act of short-weighing, the bureau's 
80 inspectors— four of whom arr

Blodgett studied 504 cases in 
which early rising was practiced 
and 608 cases in which the patient, 
remained in bed at least seven 
days after their operations. 

Wound disruption ofter abdomir.nl 
operations occurred in 2.7 per cent 
of the late-rising group, while the 
incidence in the early-rising group 
was 1.2 per cent. Wound infection 
among the early risers was 2.8 per 
cent, compared to AA per cenl 
among the lnte risers.

Ray said his eyesight came bock 
jto him suddenly but ho waited 36 
hours "to be sure It wasn't a cruel 
freak." 

Ray's optometrist, Dr. Edwin 
T. Olson of Worcester, called the 
•vent "a most astonishing thing." 
Dr. Olson sold ho had exnmlned 
Ray frequently In the last eight 
years, nddine, "There seemed 
nothing to be done to help him." 

Dr. Olson said he hnd not ex- 
lamlned Ray slnre he snld his slsht 
■was restored. He said Roy was 
"too excited" to be cxnmlned yet. 
Ray snld he was walking through 
a hall to the kitchen In his home 
"when suddenly everything became 
bright." 

"I was so startled I stood stock 

.still," he said. His brothor-ln-lnw, 

Joseph Dcegon, was visiting at the 

ftime, Ray snld. and was sitting in 

kitchen with Mrs. Ray.

HUMAN PHOBIAS 

Face Fears, 
Victims Told 



CHICAGO.— If you are a victim 
of o phobia, the best possible thing 
is to do the thing you fear most, 
that Is If you'd like to get rid of the 
phobia. 

That's the way a Yale psycholo- 
gist proscribes for those who are 
victims of some mania which sets 
them Just n little bit apart from the 
normal Individual. 

Dr. William B. Terhune, associate 
professor of psychiatry at Yale, 
said that phobias appear In young 
adults "when an apprehensive, de- 
pendent, emotionally Immature per- 
son Is trying to realize his ambi- 
tion and become an independent, 
successful member of society." 

He added: "Patients who suffer 
from the phobic syndrome (group 
of signs and symptoms that appear 
together) are afraid to venture into 
the world alone, and when they do 
they feel the need of protective in- 
fluence. They carefully avoid 
crowds and all social gatherings, 
as well as open spaces. 



Air*Conditiontd Bid 
Intriguis Purchasers 

GRAND RAPIDS, MICH.— An 
air-conditioned bed got more 
than a second look from buyers 
at the semiannual Grand Rapids 
furniture market. 

The bed had a foam rubber 
mattress with holes punched In 
It for cooled air to come up 
around the occupant. 

The air-conditioning unit was 
Installed In a 36x76-inch bed 
frame built to the floor. It had 
air filters, fans and a container 
for wnter or dry Ice, and was 
controlled by a thermostat.

Hamsters Build 
New Industry 
On Gulf Coast 

NEW ORLEANS.— A new Gulf 
coast Industry Is being built around 
a small four-handed furry animal 
with a big name. 

The weak-eyed little fellow com- 
monly Is known as the hamster, but 
to the scientific-minded the proper 
name Is mesocrllcs aratus. 

He looks like a cross between a 
field mouse, a guinea pig and a 
monkey. 

With two pairs a breeder within 
a year may raise 100,000 and with 
the animals selling at $0 to $15 a 
dozen this can be a lucrative busi- 
ness. 

The sloe-eyed light golden brown 
rodent's four feet look like minia- 
ture human hands. On them he can 
scoot backward almost as fast as 
forward as he darts around his lit- 
tle cage. 

The hamster first was found in 
the early 1930s by an explorer ex- 
cavatlng near Aleppo, Syria, Ho 
shipped a mother and eight ham- 
| stcrs to London, where scientists 
immediately became interested.

Speed Laboratory Work

Only The Blind 
Get to 'See' 
Science Items 

LONDON.— If you can see 
can't get into the London science 
museum's popular science exhibi- 
tion. It's for the blind alone. They 
"see" with their hands. 

The museum thinks it Is the first 
one of its kind anywhere in the 
world, 

Officials conceived the Idea when 
a blind boy— surrounded by mngnl- 
flclent exhibits In glass cases- 
asked what was the good of a 
museum to him. He couldn't see 
the exhibits, he said, and he could 
not touch them. All he could do 
wa3 listen to a guide. 

Officials gave some valuable ex- 
hibits to the boy to handle— and 
took the lesson to heart. Next 
day they hauled out scores of 
choice Items and arranged them 
on tables In a special room. The 
national museum for the blind 
hastened to provide descriptive la- 
bels in Braille. Now the exhibition 1 
is thronged every doy. 

Housed Wright Plane 
The science museum is the one 
that housed the plane the Wright 
brothers flew at Kitty Hawk, N. C, 
In 1903. It was displayed as a prize 
exhibit from 1928 until last year, 
when it was sent back to the 
Smithsonian Institution In Wash- 
ington. 

The exhibition for the blind has 
everything from a three-foot Tep- 
llca of an ancient Egyptian chariot 
J wheel to the real thing in Spitfire, 
aircraft engines. There are models 
of aircraft, locomotives and ships, 
an old spinning wheel, hand looms, 
mine rescue apparatus, tuning 
forks, A 14th century axe. All arc 
strange and wonderful to the sight- 
less. 

The Spitfire engine sits ponder- 
ously on the floor near the door. 
The blind go over It lovingly, fin- 
gering every bolt. One man, fas- 
cinated, put In two hours "looking 
at it. 

That's what they say— "looking," 
not "touching." 

"Quick, look at this!" blind 
schoolboys call excitedly to blind 
companions. 



No Fear of Damage 

The museum Isn't afraid the ex- 
hibits will be damaged. The blind 
have o feather touch. 

"Seeing" thr exhibition is a two- 
handed job. Visitors use their left 
hand to rend the braille descrip- 
tion while their right races over the 
exhibit. 

"You wouldn't think a kid could 
fall In love with a sun-recorder, 
would you?" an attendant asked, 
pointing to a blind hoy running his 
hands over the smooth, round glass 
instrument. The boy snuggled his 
check against it; he still was 
"looking" much later. 

The museum doesn't know how 
many of Britain's 76,000 blind will 
visit it. But the exhibition is 
packed every day. Parties of blind 
schoolchildren have traveled as far 
as 80 miles. That's a long way in 
Englond. 

For blind youngsters, a visit is 
"better than listening to the cir- 
cus." That's what one told his 
mother.

MANTEO, N. C— The mystery 
of what happened to the "Lost 
Colony," first English settlement 
in America, probably will remain 
unsolved forever. 

No detective, however, is needed 
to find the cause for the tremen- 
dous success of the symphonic 
drama based on the Ill-fated colony 
established by Sir Walter Raleigh 
here on Roanoke Island in 1587. 

The public simply won't let it 
fold. 

As a result, "The Lost Colony," 

a drama written for a one-season 

stond back in 1937, began its ninth 

year of production. Staged in an 

amphitheatre seating more than 

3,000 persons on tho historic site of 

Fort Raleigh, three miles north 

of here, "The Lost Colony" hai 

become a major tourist attraction. 

The drama had its premiere on 

July 4, 1937, to memorialize two 

events which occurred at Fort 

Raleigh— the establishment of the 

first English colony in America 

and the birth of Virginia Dare, the 

first English child born in the new 

world. 

Planned as a local, one-season 
production, the droma had hardly 
finished its first season before re- 
quests to repeat It began flowing in 
from everywhere. Produced again 
in 1038, "The Lost Colony" proved 
itself n solid hit. 

Repeated each July and Augusl 
from 1937 to 1941, the drama was 
revived in 1046 following a four* 
year wartime suspension, and was 
witnessed that year by 52,000 per-

CEYLON.— Through Its 
Temple of the Tooth, the spirit of 
old Ceylon is the spcarpoint of new- 
ly-free Ceylon's modest effort to 
edge into the company of larger 
nations. 

Here In Kandy, the spirit of old 
Lanka, as Ceylon was called in her 
Golden Age long ago, comes to life 
every evening just after the early 
tropical sunset, Buddhist drums 
and the keening of small spheroid 
flutes call worshippers to the Tem- 
ple of the Tooth. 

To walk along with the sound 
and the infirm, the aged and the j 
young, to the Temple of the Tooth 
from the modern hotel two blocks 
away, is to step abruptly Into an 
era that was old before Christian- 
ity was born. 

The Tooth, reputedly from the 
jaw of the Lord Buddha himself, 
was brought to Ceylon— according 
to the story told by a contempla- 
tive, shave-headed priest of inde- 
terminate age— 2,300 years ago by 
Princess Hamamall and Prince 
Danthe, sent from India to mls- 
slonize by the Buddhist Emperor, 
Asoka. 

It is on public view once a year, 
during the Perahera, when it is es- 
corted about the streets of Kandy 
by upward of 100 magnificently 
decorated elephants and scores of 
flambuoyant Kandyan dancers. 

By virtue of the Tooth, and the 
Buddah's legendary three visits to 
the island, Ceylon lays claim to be- 
ing the Holy Land of Buddhists 
throughout the world.

Doodling* on Cliffs 
Puzzle Archaeologists 

LAS VEGAS, NEV.— Archaeolog- 
ical sleuths ore facing a perplex- 
ing "whodunit." 

The mystery concerns numerous 
doodllngs found on the steep cliffs 
and rock-strewn floor of near-by 
Keyhole canyon In the heart of the 
Mojave desert. 

Two diversified schools have their 
own solution, but both agree these 
latest finds of the primitive art of 
leaving a mark, date back at least 
1,000 years. 

The doodles, or petroglypus— aa 
the more technical folk call them— 
have Intrigued archaeologists and 
students of Indian lore ever since 
their discovery. 

One school headed by Dr. George 
Baldwin, archaeologist with the na- 
tional park service, says it was the 
work of the Patnyans who disap- 
peared from Nevada culture around 
1200 A.D. 

On the other hand, Dr. Robert 
Fcnlon of Boulder City, Nev., con- 
tends the petroglyphs are the work 
of the "little men." The "little" 
men," Dr. Fenlon asserts, were 
perfectly formed midgets about 
two feet tall, who were the leading 
citizens of the area in the first cen- 
turies of the Christian era.

\To Preserve Last 
Of Famed Cedars 

BEYROUTH.-Lebnnon is mok- 
ling o determined effort to preserve 
its few remaining cedar trees — 
famous through history as a build- 
ing material. 

Once the mountain ranges were 
covered with the great, spreading 
trees. 

Now these slopes, gradually de- 
luded down tho centuries, are near- 
ly bore, only a few groves remain. 

The cedar is to Lebanon what tho 
American eagle is to tho United 
States. As the emblem of the coun- 
try, it oppenrs on coins, stomps, 
military decorations, and official 
papers. To protect the few trees 
remaining, Lebanon has forbidden 
further cutting without, special gov- 
ernment permission. 

And when one tree is cut down 
the person who does it must plant 
50 new trees. A 20-ycar reforesta- 
tion program, to start next fall, 
includes plans to set out thou- 
sands of young cedars on tho cool 
slopes where they grow best. 

Lebanon cedar— a hard and last- 
ing wood— was used for thousands 
of years by civilizations now long 
perished. 



Doctor Treats 
Healthy Folks 
In Risky Roles 
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Flyinc Family Needs Score 
Card to Enumerate Members 

NEW YORK. — The Buhlcr 
family, migrating in a flock like 
the birds, flew into New York 
—and it was hard to keep track 
of them without a score card. 

Fourteen Buhlers, the oldest 
50 and the youngest five months, 
got off a single plane at Ln- 
Guardia Field. 

With 727 pounds of baggage, 
the family was enroute from 
their old home at Carrot River, 
near Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, 
Canada, to live in Asunclion, 
Paraguay, because they want to 
live in a less cold climate. They 
are farmers, 

"We expect it to be a bit rough 
at first." said Peter A. Buhlcr, 
head of the family. "But we'll 
clear the land and raise wheat, 
alfalfa, sugar cane and corn." 

Two married Buhlcr children 
stayed in Saskatchewan. 

Papa Buhlcr said the 7,000- 
mile trip is setting him back 
$5,700 in airline fares. 



Locomotive Whistle Gives 
Way to Diesel Train Hoot 

PHILADELPHIA.— The nostalgic 
wail of the steam locomotive, which 
stirs the imagination of many a 
farm boy. is Kradual'y giving way 
to the modern but less romantic 
hoot of the diesel-electric. 

Though still far from extinction, 
the famed Mikados, Pacifies, Hud- 
sons and Mountaineers of Ameri- 
can song and story are heading fo'l 
the last roundhouse in a steadily 
increasing ratio. 

Yards that scrap giant steam lo- 
comotives are doing a thriving 
business these days, reports R. R 
Zisette, general sales manager of 
SKF Industries, Inc., which 
pioneered anti-friction equipment 
for both types of locomotives. It 
takes 80,000 man-hours to design 
and build a locomotive — but less 
than eight hours to scrap one. 

"In the last two years, 4,800 
steam locomotives were retired, 
while only 138 were ordered," he 
says. "In 1948 alone, 2.G78 diesel- 
electric units were ordered as com- 
pared to only 69 for steam— a rate 
of more than 38 to one. Since 1942, 
the number of steam locomotives 
in service has declined by more 
than 6,300 while the number of 
diesel-electrics has increased by 
nearly 4,000. 

Steam locomotives still account 
for nearly 85 per cent of all rail- 
road motive power, he says, but 
the swing to diesel-electrics in- 
creases in momentum each year. 
Costs of diesel-electric locomo- 
-tives range from $100,000 for a 1,000 
horsepower switcher to more than 
$600,000 for a 0,000-horsepower 
freight unit. 



NEW YORK.— Most doctors treat 
■ick people. But Dr. Vincent Nar- 
diclloy's patients generally arc 
strong, healthy brutes built like 
human bulldozers. 

They just happen to bo in nn un- 
healthy business. 

As a house physician at Madison 
Square Garden, Dr. Nardiello 
never runs short of variety, His 
cases range from a cowboy's brain 
concussion Induced by a horse to a 
small boy's stomachache Induced 
by too much circus candy. 

The spectators, you see, ore a 
health problem, too, In an arena 
which scots 18,000. 

The doctor has repaired the frac- 
tured wrist of a Democratic judge 
who fell off tho platform during a 
Republican rally (no foul play was 
proved). He has treated the black 
eyes of fight fans who got to fight- 
ing, themselves. Ho has ministered 
to spectators for heart attacks 
brought on by thrills, for slight 
bruises caused by a rodeo calf 
which suddenly appeared in the 
box* seats, and for some of the 
world's classiest bites at champion- 
ship dog shows. 

Cowboy Customers 
During the circus, Dr. Nardiello 
averages about 10 kids a day who 
are brought to his office with com- 
plaints of headaches, dizziness or 
gtomach pains all brought on by 
overeating. 

But generally the short, chunky 
house doctor is kept busiest by the 
assorted athletes and performers 
most of whom are In top shape 
when they enter the Garden. 

His most frequent customers ore 
the rodeo cowboys. During their 
stand at tho Garden, he averages 
15 to 20 cases of dislocated shoul- 
ders, fractures, bruises nnd rope 
burns every night. In recent years 
there were two cowboys who died 
within four minutes after being 
kicked by horses. 

The most durable athletes Dr. 
Nardiello knows are hockey play- 
ers, 

"I'll never forget Johnny Mow- 
ers, the Detroit goalie," the doctor 
says. "One night about five years 
ago he was smashed squarely In 
the teeth by a flying puck. He took 
20 stitches and was back on the 
ice in 15 minutes." 

He Xcctllcil 1,500 

The biggest single job the doctor 
ever had at the Garden occurred 
in 1947, when he inoculated some 
1.50O circus employes, including 
the tatoocd lady, for smallpox. 

One of the most tragic involved 
treating a trapeze flyer for shock 
and hysteria a few years ago. The 
man had tried to jump from an 
aerial platform after seeing his 
wife and partner miss her grip and 
fall to her death. 

The performers closest to tho 
doc's heart are the fighters. He 
used to be one himself,, fighting 
for n time as a lightweight to work 
his way through medical school. 

Dr. Nardiello is CO and still very 
busy. He generally doesn't leave 
the Garden until after midnight, 
and the Garden is dark only one or 
two nights between Labor day and 
late spring, when the circus ends.

Recent veterinary research has 
shown that growing" pigs on In- 
adequate amounts of animal protein 
or on foods lacking In tho vitamin B 



complex arc much more prone to 
develop the chronic typj of enteritis 
commonly known as "necro." 

Since treating sick pigs for Intest- 
inal diseases often is difficult, swtno 
producers can save much money and 
trouble by developing a plan to pre- 
vent these disorders. 

In most cases, If the producer 
follows good sanitary practices, 
coupled with proper rations, "nocro" 
Is not likely to be so much of a 
problem. 

Because Intestinal diseases In swine 
ore duo to so many different causes, 
tho most important first step, when 
an outbreak occurs, is to find out the 
true cause of it And, because the 
external symptoms and signs of such 
disease arc so much alike it Is al- 
ways good planning to consult a 
veterinarian ns- early as possible. 

This pays off In two ways — chances 
of saving sick pigs are greatly in- 
creased by early, effective treatment: 
nnd, once the cause of tho trouble Is 
known, the remainder of the drovo 
can bo protected against it
